MOBE THAN A. LIBEBAL GOYEBN- 
MENT IS EEaUIBED. 

It is not to be supposGcl that any 
GoTerament can do more than what 
necesHarily comes within the limit of 
its fuQctions. To be liberal in its land 
laws and painstaking in the distribu- 
tion of ipformation to people 'residing 
in otiier counlries; also, evincing a 
desire to inaugurate such works and 
improTements as will lead to national 
prosperity, seems to us all that can be 
expected or anticipated. But there 
are those who consider the govern- 
ment of a country responsible for ev- 
erything which may occur. If good 
Rhould result from liberal action it is 
passed unnoticed, and looked upon as 
a matter of fact, whilst on the other 
hand everyj^reyerse is placed to its 
charge without ^reflection as to the 
right or wrong in doing so. Persons 
longing for place or emolument im- 
pregnate weaker brains or such as do 
not think for themselves; and the cry, 
at first no louder than an infant's wail, 
by infection and nothing more, soon 
increases to a terrific howl, which sel- 
dom represents either truth or grave 
consideration. To counteract such 
selfish designs, I ha people on their part 
must be liberal also, and guard against 
the possibility of being used as a ma- 
chine to further the aims of any faction 
or party. Measures, and not men, are 
what is most desired, and it matters 
not to the people at large who admin- 
ister the affairs of the country so that 
they are executed with a view of pro- 
ducing good results; and we can_ 
scarcely credit that any i-epresentatives, 
conversant with all that has, and is be- 
ing done, can be so urgently anxious 
for the meeting of Parliament simply 
to satisfy a personal malice, or party 
revenge, inimical in either oaso to the 
true interest of the people. 

POFULAB EALLACIES. 

A cry is being raised and prpmul- 
gated that the Provincial Ministry is 
holding office Jby unconstitutional 
means. Constitutional rights, as well 
as religion, are too frequently made 
use of to cover base designs. Accord- 
ing to Responsible Government, the 
Ministry being elective, are subservi- 
ent to the House, which is also res- 
ponsible to the people, and forms a 
tribunal before which the acts of the 
Ministry are adjudged. The present 
government were placed in power after 
a full and open debate on the conduct 
of its predecessors, since which time 
beyond exceptional incidents of ap- 
proval or disapproval, the Govern- 
ment have retained oifice, and given 
to the country at large ample proof of 
their liberality and good judgment. 
Now, as the conduct of the Ministry 
can only bo dealt with by the members 
in session oesembled, after a full and 
open debate on all matters appertain- 
ing to their ofiice; bow does it happen 
that it is so flagrantly asserted, that 
the Government is retainyig office by 
unconstitutional means, unless outside 
members have been canvassed for 
their opinion before the meeting of the 
House and without the evidence of 
papers, or knowledge gleaned from 
debate, have decided to depose them. 
If so, which i^arty is guilty of unconsti- 
tutional acts ? The party retaining 
office until removed by constitutional 
means; or the party out of power, who 
from biased or factious motives under- 
take to displace a Ministry without 
either legal evidence or trial ? In the 
interest of liberty and the rights which 
are absolute under a constitutional 
form of government, we shall be among 
the first to resist any innovation of the 
people's rights; would it not bo as 
well for our opponents to be imbued 
with the same just resolve ? '

Collision on the Sound. 



The storm of the laat few days baa boeu 
severely folt ovor the Suuad, imd in ono 
or two iuatanoGB baa proved disastroua to 
shipping. On "Wednesday last the bark 
'OsmyQ, about G50 toiw, Oupt. 0. Simp- 
son, laden vrith coal, left Soatclo for 
San Franoisoo. After procuodiug a nhort 
distance, the weather being very thick 
with fierce head wind, the captuin put 
back, intending to a-.viiit more favorable 
weather. Ho again, however, procoeded 
on hii way dowii, passing one bark in 
safety, when, about 3 a. m. yeutorday the 
watoh forward sang out '"Ship ahoy 1" and 
roused the sailors below. Hardly had 
this be«n done when the ship came cruHh- 
ing into the Osmyn's bow. The crew at 
once sprang into the chains of the ship 
which bad collided for safety. Captain 
Simpson called out to her mate to soiid 
bis men back, when tlio raato refpondad 
by asking him what be meant by staying 
there as his ship was tinkis^, and then 
caaght him by the collar and pulled him 
aboard. Tliia was soaicolv dooo when the 
Osmyu sank. This uafortuuat^ coliiiiion 
occurred about half-way between Poiutn 
Liip Lip and Marrowstone, near Port 
Townsend. The name of the ship which 
ran into the Osmyn was the Aureola, 
about 890 tons, Captain Masierman. All 
her head gear was damaged. On calling 
tb« wrecked crew together it was found 
that the cook, steward and one eoaman 
ware missing. Nothing atus saved from 
the ill-fatediship ; as bhe^.sank almost im- 
inediately^-;*i-V::', - '-v-.;". :

DELAYED lOISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

Constantinople, Jan. 8. — Tbo minis 
terial crisis which was expected to 
ensue in consequence of tbe iuterpel 
latioDB in the obambers has been avert- 
ed. All the ministers retain their 
portfolios. 

Mahmoud Damad Pasha will pro- 
ceed to inspect the fortifications of tbe 
Dardanelles. 

Beoufif Pasha, although really iu 
charge of the ministry of war at Con- 
stantiuoplo, has been also entrusted 
with tho supremo command of the 
army in Roumolia. 

Suleiman Pasha retains command of 
an urmy corps. 

Bnker Pusha retains command of n 
division under Reouff Pasha's orders. 

London, Jan. 8. — An official tele 
gram, dated Shipka, January Gth, re 
ceived at Constantinople states that 
the weathet is mild^j and, .:v.two hours 
cannonading has been isxchanged with 
tho RusfiiaDS. This contradicts tbe 
Russian report tbat Gen. Radetzky had 
crossed tho Balkans through Shipka 
Pass. 

The "Post" publishes the following 
in offioial,form.:;f Another cabinet coun- 
cil wiil be' helii Wednesday; mean- 
while importaut communications are 
being bold telegraphically with St. 
Petersburg. Tho probabilities of au 
armistice lessen rather than increase 
but it is impossible to foieseo what a 
moment may bring forth. . 

The "Standard" says: Correspon- 
dence between London and St. Peters 
burg respecting the point raised by 
tho British government is not yet ter- 
minated. Wo will probably have to 
wait until the opening of parliament 
before a full explanation is given. 

Constantinople, Jan. 8- — An ofScial 
dispatch is published announcing that 
after two days sanguinary fighting 
Ilaftis Pusha, commaDdiug the Novi 
Bazaar division, bus reoccupied Kuro- 
ohumje. The Servian loss was con- 
siderable. 

Eyoub Pasha, commanding the civic 
guard at Novi Bazaar also defeated the 
Servians, pursuing them to tho fron- 
tier, burning six of their military sta- 
tions and destroying their; ^entrench- 
ments. 

London, Jan. 8. — Chakir Pasha tele- 
graphs to Constantinoiile that after check- 
ing tho Russian advance with great loss 
at Potrichevo, he retiredJo strongly en- 
trenched positions at Piobriue and Otluk- 
koi. 

The usnnl ofilcial circulars have boon 
issued requesting ihc proKonce of suppor- 
ters of tho government at the opening of 
imrliament. That of Beaconsfiold to tho 
Lords says "matters of moment will be 
broaght.-nnder oousideratioD." Sir - Staf- 
ford Northoote's ciroalur to members of 
the House of CommoDS says attention 
will immediately be called to matters of 
great importance. 

A .Belgrade correspondent says an 
agreement exists that the Servians shall 
occupy Sofia, transferring their head- 
quarters tbitber. 

A di p toh from Pera fiays a oommuni- 
cation from London advising Turkey to 
open negotiations with Rubsia thro'igb 
military commanders has been received 
hero. A strong disposition is evinced to 
accept the advice. 

A Paris correspondent telegraphs that it 
is now nnderstood tbat the reactionary 
senators are aware of the hopelessness of 
opposing the re-election of Duo d' Audit- 
fret Pasquier as president of the senate 
and wilt not attempt it. 

PXBIS, Jan. 8.- Some confidence is 
placed in the rumor that in consequence 
of representations of tho leftGen. Ducrot 
will be dismissed from his command. Gen. 
Ducrot has himself demanded an inquiry 
into his conduct. 

It is certain that Gravy and Duo d'Au- 
diilret Pasquier will ho re-elected presi- 
dents of the chamber of depaties and sen- 
ate, respectively, although, the latter may 
bo opposed. 

It is aUoj reported that tbe conserva- 
tives willendeavor to elect Buffet, presi- 
dent of tbo senate in order to rebuke Duo 
d'Audiffrot Pasquier present president of 
that body for persuading the miirshal not 
to ask the senate to volo a second dissolu- 
tion of the chamber of deputies. BulTet's 
election would increase tbe already exist- 
ing antogODissi between the senate and 
the chamber of deputies. Butropublieans 
and Orloanit<ts if they act together can 
elect Duo il'Audifl'ret Pasquier. 

Tho senate aud c'namber of deputies re- 
assembled this afternoon. The election 
of president is fixi'd for Thursday next. 

Paius, Jan. 8. — Tho triennial municipal 
elections were held throughout France on 
Hnnday last. Dolegatts of tbo mnnicipnl 
councils will have a preponderating voice 
iu t Icciing sena.nrs next year in Paris. 
Seveaty throe councillors out of eighty 
are Republican, four conservatives, aiid 
three st-coud b.illot-t are naoesaary. Pre- 
viously there were ten conservative conn- 
oiUor.s hero. In tho provincial towns tho 
Republicans were gi-nernUy successful. 
In the lartzo cities tho Radicals wore most- 
ly Hucces-ful. As far ns lieard from the 
country districts show considerable gains. 

It is reported that on tbe return of 
Oambetta from Italy, a committee of 18 
selected to watch over the interests of tbe 
Ropublicans during the recent crisis, will 
bo dissolved. 

The Hecretavy of Wiir is reported as in- 
tending to reinstate Labordore, who was 
dismissed from tho army in connection 
with the Limoges affair.^ '

Public opinion favors 
Romero for minister of foreign rolutions 
on account of his intimate acquaintance 
with the American people. Friends of 
Valeneto on the other hand declare this 
an objection, stating that Mexico is not 
to be pinned to tho cuffs of the American 
nation. President Diaz protends to enter- 
tain anti-Europoan sentiments and is ap- 
parently counting on a close alliance with 
tbe United States. General Negrete has 
bean apijoiuted military commander of 
the fot:eral district in place of Gonzales. 
Tbe latter has not yet taken charge of the 
war department. The government mis- 
trusts Negrete. Outside the capitol tbe 
unsetlled condition of the border is hard- 
ly discussed. Tho press is disposed to 
bo cautious on tho subject, Congress be- 
fore adjourning authorized tho construc- 
tion of railroads from tho City of Mexico 
to Morebia, from Ataya to Palmillas and 
from OmetuBci to Packuca. 

A convoy carrying ?85,000 in coin was 
stolen in the district of Mexico.

It is reported that the steamsbiD City 
of Now York carried 8100,000, part pay- 
ment of tho Mexican indemnity, on hor 
laRt trip.

The explanations made by the 
Haytien government through the British 
minister proved sufEciont to the comman- 
der of theSpanish cruiser who subsequent- 
ly exchanged salutes with the shore and 
visited the president.
